and to the very few obtaumed, possessing superior 
properties, from a large wamber of plants. It is 
therefore more easy and profitable: to import those 
of ascertaaned merit than te raise Usesn from seed. 
The Dahlia has long been cultivated at the South, 
but as yet has mot grown into as great faver here 
as it has elewhere, and although we now and 
then meet with « few superior varieties, yet gene. 
tally these most in cultivation are very commen 
and inferior. We cannot but think this owing in 
& great meesure to want of information relat: ve to 
their cultore, amd what has been donc in the way 
of producing new and splendid varietiosn. Wo 
have therefore collected and condensed from scve- 
ral sources the latest information relauve to them, 
which as far os applicable to our climate, we will 
give, penied with cuchsemarks es cur expe- 
Sei end Situation.—The Dahlia will grow in 
almost every variety of soil, but a light sandy 
foam,es far as our experionce goes, is decidedly 
preftrable. We have seen them flower tolorably 
well in other and-opposite qualities of sot, but in 
that made rich by the addition of stablo manure, 
the plant will grow most huxurintly, the flowers

10 be destroyed ; but if these agents | 
ere permitted to exert their influence, the con. ' 
tents of the seed swell by degrees, and the first | 
point of the future root, having formed, breaks | 
through the shell in a downward direction, and | 
at about the same time the point of the future 
stem comes forth in an upward direction. The 
presence of air, heat, and moisture is as indis. | 
pensable to the growth of the plant, az it is to! 
the germination of the seed. | 
Now it ofien happens, when seeds are planted 
im fresh-stirred ground, or where the soil is moist, | 
they undergo the incipient process of fermenta. | 
tion, and the earth not being pressed upon them, | 
and dry weather ensuing, the moisture is ab- | 
stracted, and the seeds perish. Too much mois. | 
ture is alec often destructive to the vital principle | 
of sceds,—and others again are buried too deep | 
to be vivified by solar and atmospheric influence 

The first object in planting, therefore, should be, | 
te place the secd just as far under the surface, ! 
and so to cover it with earth, as shall barely se- | 
eure to it a constant supply of meisture. There | 
are many seeds, as of the carrot, parsnip, orchard. | 
grass, &e. which, if mot previously steeped, or | 
the soil well pulverised and pressed upon them, 
fil to grow fer want of mowtare.

@ part of the svcd was act eprouted,—and, what 
is worthy the pertioular notice of the farmer, he 
assures us, that the sprouted corn was nat injured 
| by the wire.worm, while the wneteeped seed was 
seriously injured, although planted by the side of 
each other. Mr. Nott accounts for the difference 
im thie way: The wire-worm attacks the chit, 
and feeds upon and destroys the germ; but the 
radicles having protruded, and not being to the 
taste of the worm, the insect attacked the solid 
part of the kernel, where its progress was too 
slow, aud too remote from the germ, to retard its 
growth, Mr. Nett also sprouted his mangel 
wurtsel seed, and planted it e» late as the 27th 
of June. Almost every eved grew, and the erop 
mught be called a good one early in September. 

To sprout garden-secds, preeure two sods, of 
equal size, say 18 inches square; lay one down 
m the corner of the kitchen chimney, grass down ; 
lay your seeds upon it; if small, wrap them ine 
pieces of brown poper; them place the other sod 
open them, grass up—water well with warm 
water, and the secd wall sprout in twenty-four to 
forty cight hours.
